The boys report the Medical Dinner held on 
Friday night a great success in every respect. 
Good fellowship was rampant and dull care was 
a thing of the past. The presence of Hon. Dr. 
Borden, Minister of Militia, was greatly appre- 
ciated by the students, and he was given a 
hearty reception. The withdrawing of Dean 
Craik from active work in connection with the 
Faculty also gave an op'portunity for an expres- 
sion of kindly sentiment, and brought out 
strongly the feeling of sympathy that existed be- 
tween students and Faculty. This feeling, 
which has been so evident in times past, will, we 
feel sure, be transferred to Dr. Roddick, who 
has been the unanimous choice of the Governors 
as the successor of Dr. Craik. 

It is to be regretted that the annual report of 
the Football Club is even less favourable than 
the corresponding report for the previous year. 
The results of the season have been unsatis- 
factory both financially and as regards the per- 
formances of the teams themselves. As to the 
financial side of the case, which is really the less 
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important, this may be accounted for by the 
fact that on both occasions when the first team 
played home games the weather was most 
unfavourable. It is not due to this, however, 
that McGill has failed to gain the championship 
in any of the three series in which her teams 
have been playing. McGill has certainly as 
good or better material to draw from as any 
teams she has played against, and the only 
thing that can account for the present unsatis- 
factory state of affairs is lack of time for prac- 
tice — the old time-worn complaint. 

During the past season, it is true, lectures 
were said to be suspended at four o’oclok twice 
a week. But this, even if it were really the 
case, would not be enough. The suspension, 
however, was merely nominal, for only those 
who played the game left off, while for the rest 
of the students work went on as usual and the 
men who went out to practice had to make up 
this lost time as best they could. This is a con- 
dition of affairs which should not exist. What- 
ever time is recognized by the University for 
practices should be given freely, and all classes 
and laboratory work should be really stopped as 
far as the University is concerned. 

We earnestly hope that another year some 
definite move will be made by the College 
authorities to remedy the evil complained of. 

We are very pleased to be able to announce 
that the new Dean for the Faculty of Medicine 
is to be Dr. Thomas G. Roddick, who is now- 
on the staff of the College, and at the same 
time is recognized as one of the most skilful 
surgeons in the city. We think that the choice 
of a man to fill this high 'position has been well 
made and that McGill is to be congratulated on 
securing this distinguished gentleman’s services. 



Dr. Roddick was born at Harbor Grace, 
Newfoundland, July 31, 1856. He was educa- 
ted there, and at the Model and Normal schools, 
Truro, N.S., and took the degrees ofM.D., C.M., 
at McGill in 1868, being awarded the Holmes 
gold medal at the time. After six years as as- 
sistant house surgeon of the General Hospital, 
Dr. Roddick entered upon general practice, and 
was soon recognized as one of the leading medi- 
cal men of the city. His specialty has always 
been surgery, and he was the first Canadian to 
receive personal instruction from Lord Lister 
in his antiseptic method of dressing wounds. 
He was also for years on the staff of the Royal 
\dctoria Hospital, and organized its surgical 
department. He is still consulting surgeon to 
both the two great city hospitals. 

Dr. Roddick’s connection wdth McGill began 
in 1872, and he has successively held the posi- 
tions of lecturer on hygiene, demonstrator of 
anatomy, professor of clinical surgery and pro- 
fessor of surgery, and still holds the latter chair. 
He has also had a long and distinguished mili- 
tary career. He w^as appointed assistant sur- 
geon to the Grand Trunk Rifle Brigade, 1868, 
and afterward was in command of the Univer- 
sity Company of the Prince of Wales. In 1885 
he was appointed surgeon-major to the same 
regiment, retiring in 1900 with the rank of lieu- 
tenant-colon.el in the medical reseiw'e of officers. 
He is also honorary surgeon to the Governor- 
General. He wears the general service medal 
for the Fenian Raid, 1870, and clasp, and also 
has the medal for the Northwest Rebellion, 
1885. In this latter campaign he organized the 
liospitals and entire medical service, and took 
charge of it in the field with the rank of deputy 
surgeon-general of militia, for which he re- 
ceived a mention in despatches and recom- 
mendation for the C.M.G.

THE MINING TRIP. 

We journeyed to tlie Boundary Country with 
a tiain of -coke cais l^ound from herme to the 
smelters winch w'c were to visit. The road 
f 1 om l\.o.ssland to (^rand horks docs not lend 
itself to speed, grades, curving trestles and 
tunnels being a prominent feature 'I'he 
monotony of travel was, however, broken bv 
ndmg oil tbe car tops watching the ever-cham>-- 
mg panorama of rocks, pines, water and cloiuis. 
A day was spent at C.,-a„d Forks, examinint; 



the Granby smelter, watching the great water- 
jacketed furnaces receive constantly their 
charges of ore and flux, and the fiery streams 
of siog ami matte pouring from the bottom. 
Sampling and assaying were also seen and ex- 
lilaiued. In the odd time many explored the 
surrounding mountains for to associate with Dr. 
Adams and not catch the geological fever is an 
impossibility. A find of a crystal quartz vein 
]M-oduced a stampede. A part of the mountain 
was left. 

Phoenix was our next destination. There, 
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Mr. Williams, manager of the Dominion Copper 
Lompany s mines met us and arranged for the 
party to see the Knob Hill and Ulu Ironsides 
Alines. Knob iiill, a mountain of low grade 
ore, showed us a new method, much of the ore 
being shovelled from glor}' holes on the summit, 
down shafts to a haulage road coming out low 
do w 11 oil the mountain. A large output is ac- 
complished wdth a minimum ot labour. 

^ From Phoenix w'e struck out on foot for 
Greenwood, the car following up by a round- 
about road. Greenwood proved decidedly 
allright, for, after seeing the smelter of the Brit- 
ish Columbia Copper Company, w^e were dined 
by the Council. Dr. Jakes, an old graduate w^as 
Alajor, and knows a good thing — Mumm’s. 
The car arriving, we pulled up to the Aiother 
Lode Aline, putting a day in amongst its slopes, 
seeing many new and interesting features. 

1 ime did not permit us to see other mines, but 
even these made it evident that the Boundary is 
British Columbia's coming camp. 

Retracing the trip. Nelson was reached June 
I ; puzzle, find a car in the dark. From Ymir 
w^e branched up to Ymir, where ore waggons 
with tandem teams, and cayuses to ride, were 
w’aiting to convey the party up to the mine. 
Ymir is a free gold mine with a mill of eighty 
stamps and an experimental cyanide plant. 
Here, again, all the hospitality of former mines 
w^as repeated, the bounteous frugality of a 
miner's meal being tested several times. The 
Athabasca Mine also was visited. Though tem- 
porarily shut down it again showed the methods 
of w^orking gold, amalgamation and cyaniding. 
Here we struck our steepest train ride. Going 
like forked lightning down a forty-five degree 
grade in an open car with only a three-quarter 
inch cable holding from a thousand feet of 
space below, makes you think of many things. 

Nelson saw the party break up. Those stay- 
ing for the summer returned to various points. 
Only a few were left to pull out on the Kootenay 
boat to make their way out through the Crow s 
Nest and back to Montreal. Stopovers were 
made at Fernie and Lethbridge coal mines. 
They saw our special car safely to Montreal, 

reporting a brilliant trip. 

The rest of us stayed amongst the mines. 
McBride and Archer reported for work to the 
provincial mineralogist. Campbell, isRobertson., 
Carlyle and Coulson are capable of giving any 
information regarding Rossland mines. Lang- 
ley and Depcncier, of those at Phoenix. If you 
want blood curdling experiences of mining 
dangers ask Pemberton or Lucas what happened 
in the Mother Lode, but for a really expert 
opinion of mining and mines,

To many, perhaps, a second-hand book cata- 
logue may seem peculiarly barren and uninvit- 
ing ; yet it is extremely valuable to the stu- 
dent wlio is building up a private library, and to 
anyone who is interested in bibliography. If 
one’s means are limited he can often picx up nrst- 
class editions of standard works at a compara- 
tively small cost, and with just that touch of age 
about them that makes a book more interesting. 

It is only by means of diligent study of cata- 
logues and by visiting the book-stalls that one 
will obtain copies ot books which have been 
long since out of print, yet which are histori- 
cally valuable and interesting to the student en- 
gaged in some special line of research. Per- 
haps one of the happiest moments of the true 
book lover is when he suddenly comes upon an 
old and rare edition which he has been seeking 
for years. A nugget of gold would not be more 
highly prized by the miner than is this insigni- 
ficant looking, musty little book by the book- 
hunter. But one must not become a mere book 
‘‘collector,’’ prizing books solely for their age or 
bindings, else one is apt to find himself in pos- 
session of a lot of books, it is true, but with 
little mental growth or culture as a result.

DRAMA AT McGILL. 

December 2, 1901. 
Editor of the McGill Outlook. 

Dear Sir,— There appeared in your issue of 
the 28th November a letter from a certain in- 
dividual, who signed himself “Dramaticus. In 
it this enthusiast advocated a “Junior Play to 
be given annually by the members of the Jui.ior 
Years. 

There are, however, a few objections which 
may be made to such a proposal, ingenious as it 
is. 

Without doubt the present Junior Year pos- 
sesses men “of the requisite talent,” such, for 
instance, as our friend “Dramaticus”; but in set- 
ting such a precedent we must take into account 
the fact that succeeding Juniors, in all likeli- 
hood, will not reach the same high watermark 
of genius and success.

It is the privilege of the Juniors to present to 
the College world each year a handsomely 
bound and illustrated book called the “McGill 
Annual.’’ For the past few years, especially the 
last, this publication has been so successful, so 
universally acknowledged the very gem and per- 
fection of College amateur effort, that the edi- 



tors may very well find time to devote their 
spare hours to the acquirement of more glory 
in other lines. 

Evidently “Dramaticus” considers the Third 
Year a year for all play and no study. He for- 
gets to take into consideration that the pre- 
sentation of a play entails the expenditure of 
coni^derable sums; that these sums are difficult 
to obtain and still more difficult to replace; that 
it is too late this year to commence such an un- 
dertaking, and that if 1903 does not begin surely 
no other will have the courage to even consider 
it. 

But “ Dramaticus ’’ speaks with some sense 
when he says that McGill should have a drama- 
tic organization. 

Although the Junior Years are not sufficiently 
capable by themselves to present a respectable 
play, yet from the whole College enough good 
material could be obtained. 

Tlie more often ^McGill unites in some common 
cause the more possibility there will be for the 
development of that true university spirit which 
we possess, but which we have so few oppor- 
tunities to display. 

If the McGill Literary Society should take in- 
to consideration such an organization its future 
success would be assured, and greater benefit 
would be forthcoming to its members. Of this 
many of its supporters are assured.

UNDERGRADUATES' LITERARY SOCIETY. 

Evidently the business men of Montreal take 
a keener interest in the affairs of the University 
than the mass of the students. Last Saturday 
evening more than half of those who listened to 
Prof. Flux lecture on the subject of “ Com- 
mercial Education,” were outsiders. 

Well, the less said about it the better. . . . 

The faithful who turned iij), however, are 
unanimous in pronouncing the so'ivcc one of the 
most enjoyed. Dean Bovey presided. In in- 
troducing the lecturer he referred to his distin- 
guished career in England and to his scientific 



study of business questions which has made him 
an authority in commercial and economic 
problems. 

The growth of the commercial class, said the 
lecturer" the decrease of independent heads in 
business with the rise of joint stock companies 
ami the aggregation of capital in the hands of 
a few individuals, and especially the ever-in- 
creasing keenness of foreign competition have 
made the question of a commercial education 
all paramount. 

Dividing the business-men army into rank and 
file subaltern officers and commanders-in-chief 
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with possibility of promotion from one i^rade to 
the other, 1 rof. hliix showed the different kinds 
of tiaining necessary for the different positions 
to be filled. The rank and file in addition to a 
primary course would need a more special 
training in business apart from hours of work, 
say from age of 12 to 14. The subaltern 
officers, lads entering office at about 16 or 17, 
need a sound, general course, with a study of 
modern languages and the knowledge of gco- 
graphy and history which would serve as a 
solid foundation for the upbuilding of economic 
principles. No one rigid course can be laid 
down for all, as the different trades and branches 
of commerce require a somewhat different train- 
ing. Those that can delay entrance into busi- 
ness till after 18 should remember that a clerical 
training is a supplement to, not a substitute for, 
a general education. As in the legal line, theory 
and practice should go hand in hand in advanced 
business. 

But for the rank and file, for those that enter 
an office early, a more complete study of 
moderns, a study of science, of mercantile law 
and of economic principles are necessary. 

As to the stiiuiili to encourage a good com- 
mercial education. Prof. Flux advocated a 
healthy system of promotions, the granting of 
bonuses, the foundation of travelling student- 
ships, as at present in Europe. Travellers’ As- 
sociations also are a good means of increas- 
ing one's stock of knowledge. Frof. Flux 
concluded with a citation from Sir Thos. Munn, 
the famous East India trader, who told his son 
that there were twelve requisites for an accom- 
plished business man of which the last but not 
least was .... Latin! thereby meaning, of 
course, a good liberal education. 

The gentlemen present were then invited to 
deliver their views on the subject. Messrs. R. 
Wilson-Smith, Stearns, Dean Bovey, Mr. J. L. 
Holden, Dr. W. F. Kelly, Messrs. Barratt and 
Lewis addressed the meeting. From their re- 
marks it was evident that all approved of the 
lecturer’s ideas : there was one voice demanding 
a broad education and the intellectual deve op 
ment of business men. It was sugges ec la 



conferences between university professors and 
business men be inaugurated, for, once these two 
forces became consolidated, the standard of 
business would rise and university life receive 
a new impetus. 

Mr. Barratt moved a vote of thanks to Prof. 
Flux, and the Literary, seconded by Mr. Lewis; 
Prof. Flux made a few additional remarks, 
urging business men to allow their juniors 
further education and promote them in propor- 
tion to their education. 

The Literary has adjourned until after Xmas.

Dr. Craik met for the last time the Under- 
graduates in his official capacity, and in every 
speech of the evening a kindly reference was 
made to the retiring Dean. 

After the King’s health was toasted, “ Old 
McGill” was proposed by Mr. A. Campbell, and 
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was responded to by Principal Peterson and Mr. 
Justice Archibald. The Hon. Dr. Borden was 
now introduced, and, in speaking,^ said it pleased 
him to be present, and he would have come 
much more willingly were it not for a sad and 
unfortunate accident which happened in South 
Africa some eighteen months ago. The losing 
of his son was bitter to him, but there was a 
consolation in knowing that he died figliting for 
the Empire and wdth his face towards the foe. 
Tt pleased him also to know that his son w'as re- 
membered by the Undergraduates of McGill. 
He congratulated the students on the advan- 
tages they had over the students of his earlier 
years, but reminded them that wdth advantage 
and opportunity came responsibility. 

Mr. J. C. Macdonald proposed the toast, “The 
Dean and Professors.” Dean Craik replied, and 
heartily thanked the speakers for the kindly 
sentiments which they had expressed. He had 
been connected with the h'aculty for over forty 
vears, and although he was al)OUt to retire from 
the Deanship he would always watch the onw’ard 
career of the iMedical department. 

Dr. Armstrong also replied eloquently in be- 
half of the Professors. 

The other toasts were, “Sister Universities,” 
proposed by Mr. Kenney and responded to by 
Mr. Davey for Toronto University, Mr. Mc- 
Dougall for Trinity, Mr. Mellow for Queen’s. 
Mr Keith for Bishop’s, and Mr. Murault for La- 
val. The “Graduating Class,” proposed by Mr. 
Doyle, was acknowledged by Mr. McGrath. The 
last” toast of the evening, “The Freshmen,” pro- 
posed by Dr. Halsey, and Mr. Masterton re- 
sponded.

Annual Meeting ot ±‘'ootball Club. 

The annual meeting of the Football Club was 
held on Thursday night last when the officers 
for the ensuing year were elected.

Patch, who has so very ably filled the position 
of hon. secy, for the past two years, was elected 
president by the unanimous vote of the meeting. 
Mr. L. L. Reford, last year’s treasurer, was 
elected manager for next year. Under the 
guidance of these two, who are so thoroughly 
acquainted with all the workings of the. club, 
the affairs of next season will be well looked 
after, and a prosperous season is looked for- 
ward to. Under new business several matters 
of vital importance were brought up and dis- 
cussed. 

It was decided that an assistant manager 
should be elected by the executive committee, 
whose duties should be principally the adver- 
tising of all matches, the posting of notices re 
practices, etc., and the supplying of the city 
papers with articles relating to the affairs of the 
club, and whatever other work the committee 
shall decide upon.

Taylor made a motion to the effect that 
the secretary should write to Toronto University 
and secure copies of the "Burnside Rules” and 
have them distributed to all students who take 
an interest in football. He said that by this 
means all would be prepared to give an opinion 
on the rules at the meeting in January. The 
motion was carried unanimously. After tender- 
ing a vote of thanks to the retiring officers, and 
also to Drs. Howard and Turner and Mr. J. K. 
Ross for their kindness in coaching the team, 
the meeting adjourned.

Third Year and, if possible, to follow its ex- 
ample.”
